Forma Pauperis is GRANTED. If he wishes to pursue this action, Plaintiff, an 
inmate at the Federal Prison Camp in Loretto, Pa., will be required to pay an initial 
filing fee of twenty percent of the greater of: 1) the average monthly deposits to his 
inmate account, and 2) the average balance in his inmate account for the six 
months prior to the filing of the Complaint.
